Veterans Entitled 
Working Rights 

TALLAHASSEE — Chairman 
Raymond E. Barnes of the Florida. 
Industrial Commission ‘announced 
today that in a report he. received 
from Secretary of Labor, Maurice 
J. Tobin, it states that returning 
servicemen are entitled to re-em- 
ployment rights and benefits sim- 
ilar to those of the World War II 
veteran. 

In the report, Chairman Barnes 
states, it is pointed out that since 
items dealing with the Veterans’ 
Readjustment Assistance Act of 
1952 (Korean GI Bill of Rigths) 
made no mention of re-employ- 
ment rights benefits, many people 
assumed that such rights were not 
in effect; he said that reinstate- 
ment benefits were provided for in 
the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act of 1951 as well as 
earlier legislation and that all per- 
sons entering the military cervice 
since World War II will be pro- 
tected in those rights.

Tractors Involved In 
Farm Accidents 


GAINESVILLE — Tractors are 
involved in over half of the farm 
machinery accidents, according to 
Louis T. Nieland, farm safety spe- 
cialigt with the Florida Agricul- 
tural Extension Service. The prin- 
cipal causes involve falling from 
or being thrown off the tractor, 
overtur&jng, unguarded power 
take-off shafts, and violation of 
traffic rules when operating on 
the highway. 

The National Safety. Council 
points out that safe operation of 
the 3,000,000 tractors now used on 
farms could save hundreds of lives 
and prevent thousands of serious 
injuries annually. 

The tractor operator cannot al- 
ford to gamble the loss of a limb 
or lifé by operating without the 
power take-off shield in place. 
Carelessness in handling tractors 
around ditches can start a trip to 
the hospital. Jumping off a trac- 
tor or making adjustments while 
in motion is another way to invite 
an accident. Tragedy may result 
from permitting children to ope- 
rate or hitch a ride on tractors, 

Mr. Nieland also offers these 
suggestions to avoid tractòr acci- 
dents: 

Never refuel a tractor while the 
motor is running or extremely hot. 
Avoid leaky fuel lines and accum- 
ulations of combustible materials 
near hot manifolds or exhausts. 
Store tractor fuels safely and al- 
ways have a fire extinguisher 
available for an accidental fire, 

When operating on the highway, 
always obey traffic rules and avoid 
excessive speeds. Stop before en- 
tering main highways and use a 
red flag high up on the tractor to 
warn motorists of slow-going 
equipment. Use headlights and 
tail-lights after dark.
